Dear Fruit Grower: 


Prior to each planting season an effort is made to give you growers a prospective of the quality of the ‘Fruit 
Trees” which will be available. 


Our trees have made a good growth this summer and therefore they will compare with the best since the 
following points were observed in their propagation: (1) Selection of good seedlings, (2) Selection of Budwood 
from vigorous and healthy annual bearing stock of superior strains, (3) Timely spraying with recommended 
insecticides, (4) Regular cultivation, (5) Use of well balanced fertilizer and (6) Consultation with extension 
specialist from Pennsylvania State College. 


Many growers prefer the fall planting since the soil during the winter has time to become thoroughly settled 
about the roots while the top of the tree is dormant. When the first spring sunshine hits the transplanted tree, 
it is ready to start and does start right then. This gives the tree a full month or more of growth that the spring 
planted tree does not get. It gets its start before the ground has an opportunity to dry out which frequently 
happens following spring planting.
